Ticknor. and H R And 
rews, of Rockford, p resident and secretary 
of the road. F. J. Jones, of Oregon. J B. 
Bartolet, the civil engineer who has ha 1 
charge of surveying the p rop osed route, 
anti Clift. Wise, of Chicago, western agent 
of the Comp lete Electric Construction 
Comp any of New York. 
This gentleman 
has had many years exp erience in the 
construction of cable lines, having ¡aid 
the cable lines iu St. Paul, Kansas City 
and many other p laces; and is now en­ 
gaged in constructing electric lines in 
various cities in Pennsylvania 
His ex 
p erieuce has been of a character to lend 
weight to any word from him iu regard 
to the estim ated earnings, exp enses and 
p rofits to accrue from a road such as that 
p rojected from Dixon to Rockford.

A Word for the White Metal 


The silver question is becoming some 
what complicated in other countries as 
well as in the United State*. 
G sutem al 
a -dver pr- duciug country arid the in 
debtedntsa of that nation i*» iargeiy held 
in Ku laud, debtor propose* to pay In 
v- r or not at all, t ianu ng that the English 
governm ent is largely the cau» e of thed e 
pr< coition of the white metal. Now comes 
an appeal, som ew hat inspired by that fact 
from the London Cham ber of Commerce 
to the IJritish Government for an inquiry 
into the embarrassing business conditions 
resisting from the rapid decline and flue 
tuations in silver. 
As silver lias been, by 
the gold bugs, pushed dow n m uch lowe 
than it should naturally go, it looks » 4 
though there would be a reaction in its 
favor very soon. 
But the most favorable indication for 
silver, and we* may say for tins country, 
which is very much the largest, producer 
of the white metal of any nation, is tit 
movement of bimetallism in Great Britain 
and Germany. 
The fact that, the cur 
reucy system of these countries is upon a 
gold basis is significant of the change 
which public opinion is undergoing there 
respecting the* Joint use of gold and silver. 
It is probable that this grow ing senti­ 
m ent in favor of bimetalli* m has also been 
stimulated by the fear that Mexico and 
South Am erica states, silver using conn 
tries, may ho forced to compromise wiih 
their Eropean creditor!, If gold continues 
to rise iri price as compared with silver. 
In Mexico, w here the condition* of busi 
ness are more favorable than in South 
America at present, the railroads have to 
pay a premium annually to buy gold wi:h 
which to pay their European bond and 
stock holders. 
T be demonetization of 
silver threatens to have most serious ef 
feet upon European trade with Asiatic 
nations, and it is the real zation of these 
consequences which m ake the remonetiz 
atum of silver the world over a possibility 
within a few years.
